Censuses of Production and Distribution 


Act, 1947, to help the Board of Trade in drawing up plans 

for the Census of Production which is taken each year, and for 
the Censuses of Distribution which are taken periodically. The Act 
provides that the committees should advise the Board about the 
preparation of the forms and instructions necessary for the taking of 
the censuses, the making of Orders by the Board under the Act, 
and such other matters as may be referred to them. In practice, the 
more important part of the committees’ work is to advise generally 
on the scope and form of the censuses, which have to be determined 
before drafts of the census forms themselves can be considered. 


The first Census of Distribution Advisory Committee was appointed 
in 1948 in connection with the Census of Distribution relating to 
1950, but the Census of Production Advisory Committee has a much 
longer history, going back to 1906, when the Census of Production 
Act contained provisions for the appointment of advisory committees 
on similar lines to those in the Statistics of Trade Act of 1947. 


The committees in recent years have included about a dozen 
non-official members, and meet under the chairmanship of the Director 
of Statistics of the Board of Trade, with an officer of the Board of 
Trade as Secretary. The majority of each committee are members 
of business firms engaged in industry or distribution, but the com- 
mittees include also members representative of the accountancy 
profession and the trade unions, and one or two who are concerned 
with the use of census information for the purpose of economic 
or market research. Besides the chairman and secretary, there are at 
present two other official members, namely the head of the Board 
of Trade’s Census Office, from which these inquiries are conducted, 
and the. Deputy Director of the Central Statistical Office, who is 
concerned with the use of census data in the compilation of the 
Accounts of National Income and Expenditure. Members serve as 
individuals and not as representatives of the organizations to which 
they belong. 


Draft Proposals 


The usual practice is for the Board of Trade to start the ball rolling 
and to circulate for the committee’s consideration papers containing 
their draft proposals for each census. Sometimes these proposals 
are found acceptable more or less as they stand, but at other times the 
committee will ask for changes to be made or for modified proposals

to be submitted. On occasion, also, committee members have cir- 
culated alternative proposals of their own. In the end, it has generally 
proved possible to arrive at an agreed view as to the form each census 
should take. When the committee’s meetings are over, it is for the 
Board to make the final decisions in relation to the particular census 
under consideration, and in doing so they pay careful attention to all 
that has been said in committee. Reference to the minutes of the 
committee on particular points is often also made later — sometimes 


years later — and for this reason full minutes of the discussion are 
taken. 


Committee Proceedings 


The proceedings of the committees are confidential, but no 
objection is usually made if members wish to discuss with others 
particular points which have arisen. 


The topics discussed vary a good deal according to the particular 
census, but they usually include at a fairly early stage the scope of 
the census, in the sense both of the subjects about which information 
is to be obtained, and the businesses who are to be required to supply 
it. Attention also needs to be given nowadays, more often than not, 
to the sampling methods to be employed. When the broad outlines 
have become clear, the committee proceeds to examine drafts of the 
census forms themselves. Some of these matters are technical in 
character, but there can be little doubt that it is beneficial for the 
Board, before embarking on these extensive and sometimes complex 
inquiries, to explain and justify their proposals to a group of people 
with a knowledge of business, but who for the most part are not 
statistical experts. 


When it comes to considering draft census forms, there is a special 
problem as regards those Censuses of Production, taken every few 
years, which include detailed questions about materials purchased 
or goods sold. This arises from the large number of forms to be 
prepared for different industries, each containing its own set of detailed 
questions. In the Census of Production for 1958, for example, there 
were 110 forms containing altogether over 5,000 headings for par- 
ticular kinds of goods sold. It would not be practicable for the Advisory 
Committee to deal with every one of these headings, and its examina- 
tion of the questions and notes is therefore concentrated on those 
which are common to a number of industries — for example, those 
relating to employment, stocks and capital expenditure. It is the 
Board’s practice to seek advice on the detailed questions applicable

to particular industries from the representative trade associations of 
the industry concerned. 


Each Advisory Committee is concerned with a particular census, 
though on the Census of Production side the recent practice has been 
for the same committee to deal with several successive censuses. 


Census policy in a broader sense was considered a few years ago 
by the Committee on the Censuses of Production and Distribution 
under the chairmanship of Sir Reginald Verdon Smith, which was 
appointed in 1953 and whose report was published in October 1954 
(Cmd. 9276). That Committee concluded that ‘Censuses of Production 
and Distribution serve a useful purpose and should be continued,’ 
and accompanied this broad conclusion with a number of specific 
recommendations designed to make the censuses more effective, and 
to reduce the burden they impose on the business community. 


It has been one of the functions of the Advisory Committee since 
then to guide the Board in putting these recommendations of the 
Verdon Smith Committee into effect. Among the more important of 
them have been the extension of the use of sampling methods, and the 
exemption of a wider range of small firms from the obligation to 
complete detailed Census of Production returns. The business world, 
as well as the Board, owes a good deal to those who have given their 
time to serve on the Advisory Committees which have seen these 
changes through. 

The work of the Advisory Committees has been affected by the 
Verdon Smith Committee’s recommendations in another more 
specific way, since one recommendation was that whenever possible 
advance notice should be given of the information required at each 
census. This has meant that the planning for each census has had to 
start still earlier than it did previously. For example, work has already 
started on the next Census of Distribution which is to be taken in 
1962 in respect of business done during 1961, an Advisory Committee 
having been appointed last August (particulars of the membership 
were given in the Board of Trade Journal of August 28, 1959, page 
154). The main part of this committee’s work should be finished by 
the early summer of 1960, so that draft forms may be printed and 
issued for information before the beginning of 1961. 


When the work of the Advisory Committee is over, it is, of course, 
the Board who are responsible for all that is done in the course of the 
taking of a census. But, given the support of the Advisory Committee, 
they can feel greater confidence that the information required is 
being obtained in the most efficient and economical way. 





Britain: An Official Handbook, 1960 


A COMPREHENSIVE RANGE of facts and statistics about Britain 
and the British people is contained in the 594-page volume entitled 
Britain: An Official Handbook 1960 published by H.M. Stationery 
Office, price 25s. 

The 1960 edition, the eleventh in the series produced by the 
Central Office of Information in co-operation with other Government 
departments and many national organizations, has been extensively 
revised and records developments up to September 1959, with an 
Addendum covering the results of the General Election of October 
1959 and the subsequent administrative changes made in certain 
Government departments. 

Among the legislative measures passed during 1959 which are 
described briefly are those providing for graduated retirement 
pensions, financial assistance to small farmers and _ horticulture, 
increased grants for the building of Church schools, loans and grants 
to assist house purchasing and modernization of dwellings, and the 
future management of new towns in England and Wales. 

A new feature of this 1960 edition is a chapter on sport in Britain 
and among other subjects included are the legal requirements for 
the registration of births, deaths and marriages; citizenship of the 
United Kingdom; space research; new developments in the dis- 
semination of the results of research; farm incomes and expenditure; 
agricultural co-operatives; packaging; and advertising. 

As in previous years, well over a third of the book is devoted to the 
economic affairs of the nation - its industry, finance, trade and 
transport. The chapter on industry now includes information on 74 
manufacturing industries; in the chapter on trade, the section on 
United Kingdom aid to overseas development through public funds 
and private investment has been rewritten and expanded. Other 
sections of the book have also been enlarged. 
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OATING AS A NATIONAL PASTIME is confirmed by the 

wildfire growth of the National Boat Show, the sixth in the 

series now being exhibited at Earls Court, London. To match 
the surge of enthusiasm by Britain’s population, the size of the Boat 
Show, which closes tomorrow, has in five years doubled in floor- 
space and exhibitors. It is claimed that the show is the biggest display 
of sailing and power craft, marine engines, boat equipment, yachting 
clothing, and fishing tackle ever seen in Europe, and special features 
make it one of the most comprehensive and spectacular shows of 
its kind in the world. 


Previous boat shows merely exhibited craft of every description 
as seen on dry land, but this year the use of the rarely filled Earls 
Court pool enabled exhibitors to display their craft in a picturesque 
setting of an English fishing village with its harbour and surrounding 
shops. This setting was the attraction of the show, and thousands of 
people congregated for long periods around the guard rails of the 
‘harbour’ envisaging themselves in a similar setting in a seaside 
resort of their choice. 


Among the craft afloat in the ‘harbour’ were a 36-foot ocean going 
catamaran, similar to the type that made an Atlantic crossing earlier 
in 1959; a 42-foot 20-knot luxury motor yacht built to sleep six; a 
33-foot motor cruiser which sleeps six; and the fast Dragon-class 
yacht ‘Apollyon,’ with which Bruce Banks won the Edinburgh Cup 
this year. In addition, demonstrations of life rafts and underwater 
swimming were given in the pool throughout the show. 


Organized by the Ship and Boat Builders’ National Federation, 
and sponsored by the Daily Express, it was apparent that the emphasis 
was that boating was not a rich man’s hobby, despite the fact that 
some craft on show cost between {£2,000 and £25,000. A typical 
cross-section of types and designs of boats displayed ranged in price 
from the £17 10s. pram dinghy to a £147 glass-fibre sailing or rowing 
dinghy which could be fitted with an inboard or outboard engine. 
The majority of small craft — sailing or powered — were available in 
kit form for home building. To illustrate this economical way to 
ownership, boats were actually being constructed during the show 
in the ‘Build-It-Yourself’ boatyard. 


This year, this section was more ambitious than ever. The biggest 
craft to be built was an 18 ft. 6 ins. ‘Seagull’ sloop with two berths. 
Professionally made, it would cost £480, but an amateur handyman 
could build it from a kit for £302. An £85 trailer affords the yachtsman 
unlimited coastal cruising. More than 300 exhibitors showed to the 
public for the first time an unprecendented array of new ideas. 


There was a jet-propelled boat — a boat that can ‘take-off’ and fly 
at a height of 500 feet with a helicopter rotor -—a new fast racing 
catamaran; canoes that fold into a car boot; and 40-knot runabouts. 


Limitation of space precludes the mentioning of every new product, 
but a few are listed below. 


Among Perkins new presentations were the ‘baby’ gas turbine 
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Sixth National Boat Show Increased in Size 


which will run equally well on diesel fuel, paraffin or low grade petrol. 
The engine — the 98 Ib. Mars gas turbine — can be lifted easily and 
yet is able to develop 50 h.p. at 40,000 r.p.m. It has only three major 
components and few moving parts. Then there was the five litre 
marine diesel engine, a six cylinder vertical in-line power unit de- 
veloping 84 s.h.p. at 2,400 r.p.m. for intermittent running. The 
engine is particularly suitable for various types of pleasure craft and 
is available with direct sea cooling, fresh water keel cooling or fresh 
water heat exchanger cooling. 


Two engines shown to the public for the first time by the Bergius 
Company Ltd., of Glasgow, were the 120 h.p. Model T4 and the 
180 h.p. T6. The company claim that the Model 'T’s are extremely 
compact with dimensions respectively of 7 ft. 24 ins. and 8 ft. 84 ins. 
with the width of 3 ft. 6} ins. and 4 ft. 114 ins. in height. 


Another new exhibit was the Sprite ‘Mistress,’ a 19 ft. 6 ins. two- 
berth cabin cruiser for coastal cruising, convertible to open boat and 
with excellent racing potential. In addition to the Sprite ‘Mistress,’ 
there was the ‘Enterprise’ and ‘G.P.14,’ boat trailers, boat covers, 
sails and buoyancy bags. 


It was interesting to see exhibits from the counties of Warwickshire — 
glass fibre boats from 14 of the county’s firms, nine of which were 
shown for the first time; Lancashire — cabin cruisers complete and in 
kit form for home building; Cornwall — a six ton 24 ft. ‘Pilot’ class 
motor sailer with four berths and two separate cabins, and new types 
of rafts for use as landing stage, bathing raft, foot bridge or floating 
workshop; Northamptonshire — four of the county’s firms exhibiting 
Sea-Scout and “T'wenty-two’ canoes, fast runabouts, and information 
on angling topics; Gloucestershire — marine ply and glass fibre boats 
designed for easy transportation on a car roof rack or trailer, trailer 
boats seating six; Buckinghamshire — four firms showing a 25 ft. day 
cruiser, trailer parts and launching trolleys, sailing dinghies, and a 
working model illustrating the remote control of a boat’s engines; 
and exhibits from Cambridgeshire, Cheshire, and from Wales —a 
general purpose sailing dinghy, ‘Daffodil,’ specially designed by Uffa 
Fox; and Scottish firms, one of which sent the biggest sailing yacht 
exhibited at the Boat Show 550 miles by road from Banffshire — the 
50 ft. ketch ‘Melora III.’ 


‘Off-beat’ exhibits also abounded. There was the Hovercraft which 
drew large crowds, particularly schoolboys, the fantastic ‘innards’ of 
lighthouses, ‘Anglers Reach’ which presented some colourful angling 
personalities with one of the most fascinating arrays of fishing tackle 
ever seen under one roof; the inspiring works of Britain’s greatest 
marine artists; and a strong accent on fashion afloat added feminine 
interest to this nautical wonderland. 


Mr. Derick Heathcoat Amory, Chancellor of the Exchequer, who 
opened the show, said he thought sailing was becoming increasingly 
popular every year because it was an activity holding a challenge like 
that of riding or climbing. It was the finest training one could think 
of for young people, as it taught judgment, resourcefulness and self- 
discipline.

Signature of EFTA Convention 


THE CONVENTION which has been drawn up to establish the 
European Free Trade Association was signed on December 29 on 
behalf of H.M. Government in the United Kingdom, by the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer, Mr. Derick Heathcoat Amory, and the President 


of the Board of Trade, Mr. Reginald Maudling. The signing took 
place at the Treasury. 


The Convention was initialled in Stockholm on November 20 by 
Ministers of the seven member-countries — Austria, Denmark, 
Norway, Portugal, Sweden, Switzerland and the United Kingdom. 
Formal signatures are being added in the capitals of the member- 
countries. The text - in English and French — has been taken to the 
capitals of member-countries by a member of the Swedish Foreign 
Ministry, for formal signature. The Convention will then be subject 
to ratification by Parliaments of member-countries. 


The following statement was made by Mr. Heathcoat Amory after 
the signing: 


“The President of the Board of Trade and I have just signed the 
Convention which will establish the European Free Trade Association. 
This is an historic act. The objectives of the Association are economic 
expansion within the area, and greater trade. It means the removal, 
over the next ten years, of barriers to trade between the industries 
of seven neighbouring European countries — ourselves, the Scandi- 
navian countries of Denmark, Norway and Sweden, and Austria, 
Switzerland and Portugal. 


“We are confident that the formation of the Association will 
strengthen the links between our countries and help all of us to increase 
our prosperity and trade. We believe also that the formation of the 
Association will make it easier to find a solution to the problems of 
trade within Europe, and to fit this into a framework of improved 
conditions for trade throughout the world.’ 


The Chancellor of the Exchequer and the President of the Board of 
Trade will lead the United Kingdom delegation to the various 
economic conferences which are being held in Paris next week. 
These conferences will commence on the morning of January 12 with 
a meeting of ministerial representatives of the European Free Trade 
Association. On that afternoon and on January 13 there will be the 
informal economic conferences proposed in the communique issued 
after the meeting of the four Western Powers on December 21 last 
year. On January 14 there will be a meeting of the ministerial council 
of the O.E.E.C. with the Chancellor of the Exchequer in the chair. 


Modern Marketing in the Cotton Industry 


LARGE SCALE reorganization taking place in the cotton industry 
is ceasing many firms to give special consideration to their marketing 
techniques. Large capital expenditure on new plant and equipment 
must be justified by the best available information about the potential 
market, the factors controlling the market and the most modern 
methods of distribution and selling. 


With these considerations in mind the Cotton Board Productivity 
Centre has organized a series of six meetings on ‘Modern Marketing’ 
for directors during the first three months of 1960. The series is 
under the general supervision of Dr. Mark Abrams, who is well 
known as a leading expert on marketing and distribution. Dr. Abrams 
is familiar with the special problems of the cotton industry and has 
spoken twice previously at Cotton Board gatherings. He has personally 
selected the team of speakers and will take the chair at the first five 
meetings and give a paper at the final meeting. 


The meetings will be held in the Ground Floor Hall of the Man- 
chester Society of Chartered Accountants, 46 Fountain Street, 
Manchester, beginning on Wednesday, January 20. 


New Rules for Contents of First Aid Boxes 


NEW REGULATIONS made by the Minister of Labour under the 
Factories Acts resulting in important changes in contents of first-aid 
boxes, cases and cupboards in factories, at docks or on building sites 
throughout the country came into operation on January 1.

E.P.A. Advisory Service in Marketing 
and Distribution 


IN THE Board of Trade Journal of March 7, 1958, it was announced 
that the European Productivity Agency proposed to set up an ad- 
visory service in marketing and distribution. Three American 
consultants were to be appointed. 


The first consultant was appointed in 1958 and the second one 
last year. The Agency have now engaged Mr. Carl Henrikson, Jr. 
His services will be available to the Member countries from 
January 15 to July 15, 1960. 

The general objective of Mr. Henrikson’s activities will be to 
increase efficiency in the distribution of goods and services through 
the greater use of marketing research as a management tool in solving 
marketing problems. Marketing research may be defined as ‘the 
gathering, recording and analysing of all facts relating to the transfer 
and sale of goods and services from producer to consumer.’ Particular 
emphasis will be given to research by small and medium-sized manufac- 
turing, commercial and service establishments. 

The fee for Mr. Henrikson’s services will be Fr. frs. 420 for each 
visit to the United Kingdom, and Fr. frs. 70 a day (new currency) as 
well as travelling expenses within the United Kingdom.

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Imports of Baskets and Basketware of Cane, Willow 
or Wicker from the Relaxation and Dollar Areas 


THE FOLLOWING Notice to Importers No. 928 has been issued by 
the Import Licensing Branch of the Board of Trade and dated 
January 1, 1960: 

1. A quota of £285,000 c.i.f. has been established for imports of 
baskets and basketware of cane, willow or wicker from the Relaxation 
and Dollar Areas in 1960. The new quota replaces the previous 


licensing arrangement which applied to imports from certain countries 
in the Relaxation Area. 


2. The quota covers imports from all countries outside the Scheduled 
Territories other than: 


Albania, Bulgaria, Czechoslovakia, Germany (Soviet Zone), 
Hungary, Japan, North Korea, North Vietnam, the People’s 
Republic of China, Poland, Roumania and the Union of Soviet 
Socialist Republics. 


3. Applications for licences are invited from traders who in 1959 
imported baskets and basketware of cane, willow or wicker from any 
of the countries covered by the new quota. Such applications should 
be accompanied by returns of imports in the following form, certified 
by an independent practising accountant: 


“The value of baskets and basketware (other than furniture) 
of cane, willow or wicker imported from 
(insert name(s) of country or countries) in 1959 against orders

cif, 


(Owner, partner, company director or 
secretary) 


The certificate by the accountant should be in the following form: 


‘I/We have examined the method adopted in arriving at the 
figures stated in the above return and am/are of the opinion that 
it is a reasonable one. I/We have conferred with the officials and 
employees concerned in the compilation of the figures and have 
made such tests as I/we have considered necessary. Having 
received such information and explanations as I/we have required, 
I/we report that in my/our opinion the figures are those required.

No importer will receive less than the value of his base period imports. 


4. As the new quota arrangements provide for some increase in 
imports applications will also be considered from other importers 
having an interest in the trade for a share in any outstanding balance 
of the quota. 


5. Applications for licences should be made on form I.L.B./A and 
sent to reach the Import Licensing Branch, Board of Trade, 43 
Marsham Street, London, S.W.1, not later than January 20, 1960. 
Traders who wish to safeguard themselves against risk of loss of 
their applications in transmission should send them by registered 
post. Page 1 of the application form should be completed; on page 2 
only the desired value of the licence need be entered; on page 3 and 
copies the applicant’s name, full postal address and reference number 
(if any) and the description of goods (basketware of cane, willow or 
wicker) should be inserted. 


6. Licences will be valid for imports up to December 31, 1960. 

7. Applicants are reminded that any person who intentionally or 
recklessly makes any false statement or furnishes any document or 
declaration false in a material particular for the purpose of obtaining 
an import licence is liable to a fine not exceeding £500 and/or a term 
of imprisonment, not exceeding six months. In addition, the import 
licence will be void from the date of issue and any goods imported 
under it will be liable to forfeiture under the Customs Acts.

A quota of £200,000 c.i.f. has been established for imports of 
pharmaceutical preparations packed ready for retail sale in 1960 from 
the Dollar Area. This quota supersedes the Token Import Quotas 
for imports of these products from Canada and the United States. 
As already announced, the Token Import Scheme has been dis- 
continued. The Dollar Area comprises: Bolivia, Canada, Colombia, 
Costa Rica, Cuba, Dominican Republic, Ecuador, El Salvador, 
Guatemala, Haiti, Republic of Honduras, Liberia, Mexico, Nicaragua, 
Panama, Philippines, United States, Venezuela. 


Applications for licences are invited (a) from traders who held 
licences to import pharmaceutical preparations under the ‘Token 
Import Scheme in 1958 or 1959; (b) from other traders who can estab- 
lish a significant interest in the trade. In allocating licences preference 
will be given to traders who have previously imported under the 
Token Import Scheme. Traders not qualifying under (a) should state 
any reasons which they regard as qualifying them for a share of the 
quota. 


Applications, which should specify the product by name or type, 
should be made on form I.L.B./A and be sent to reach the Import 
Licensing Branch, Board of Trade, 43 Marsham Street, London, 
S.W.1, not later than January 14, 1960. Traders who wish to safe- 
guard themselves against risk of loss of their applications in trans- 
mission should send them by registered post. Licences will be valid 
for imports up to December 31, 1960. 


Importers are reminded that the issue of a licence by the Board of 
Trade does not relieve them from compliance with any other regula- 
tions or restrictions to which the goods may be subject. 


Hire Purchase Debt Rose £24 million in November 


HIRE PURCHASE and other instalment debt owed to household goods 
shops and finance houses rose by £24 million in November compared 
with rises of £23 million in October and £28 million in September. 
Total debt at the end of the month is estimated at £831 million. 


Debt owed to finance houses, which is mainly for motor vehicles, 
rose by £12 million, compared with an average monthly growth of 
£13 million in the previous three months. 


The rise in debt owed to household goods shops in November was 
also £12 million compared with rises of £10 million in both October 
and September. A slight quickening in the rate of growth was to be 
expected as a result of the usual seasonal rise in hire-purchase sales 
of household goods.

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Index of Industrial Production 


THE PROVISIONAL index of production for October 1959 prepared 
by the Central Statistical Office is 116 (seasonally adjusted). This is 
two points above the September index and eleven points above 
October 1958. The preliminary estimate of the seasonally adjusted 
index for November is 116/7 





(seven points) and gas, electricity and water (two points). Mining 
and quarrying fell by one point. 

In manufacturing industry only one sector, shipbuilding and 
marine engineering, failed to show an increase on the third quarter 
of 1958. Many sectors showed considerably increased output. Chemi- 
cals, non-ferrous metals, vehicles, timber, and clothing and footwear 
all rose by ten points or more.

A LIST OF ADDITIONS and amendments made to the alphabetical 
index to the register between October 1 and December at: 1959, is 
given below; the amendments are shown in italics. The index as it 
stood at July 30, 1957, was published in the Board of Trade Journal 
on August 16, 1957 (pages 371-378), to which subsequent additions 
and amendments have been published at approximately quarterly 
intervals — the last on October 9, 1959. 


The purpose of the index is to help the public in searching for 
agreements in the public register itself. The index shows commodities 
which are the subject of agreements on the register, and the com- 
modities are described exactly as they are in the particulars submitted 
to the Registrar of the agreements concerned. Where an agreement 
operates in a particular area, this has been indicated whenever 
practicable. The symbol ‘D’ means that an agreement has been 
determined ; ‘E’ signifies that an agreement has expired or will expire 
at a given date; and ‘F’ indicates that an agreement has been varied, 
whether by the removal of registrable restrictions or otherwise as to 
its terms or parties, so that it would not have been registrable at all 
had it taken the varied form at the time of registration. The date 
following each symbol indicates the month concerned. 

‘D’ and ‘F’ Agreements 

The list below, headed ‘D’ and ‘F’ Agreements, brings up to date 
at December 31, 1959, the list of agreements determined or varied 
as described above. Although these agreements already appear in the 
above mentioned lists of additions and amendments, they are shown 
copeienty under this heading for the benefit of readers. Agreements 

were registered as running for a specified period which has now 
expired, or will expire on a given date (i.e. those marked ‘E’ in the 
main list), are mot included in the ‘D’ and ‘F’ list; in many cases these 
‘E’ agreements are intended to be renewed or re-made in a similar 
form on expiry. 

It should be noted that the inclusion of an agreement about a 
commodity in the ‘D’ and ‘F’ list does not necessarily mean that

there are no other restrictive agreements about that commodity. 
Further, a ‘D’ or ‘F’ agreement may sometimes be replaced by a new 
agreement which will appear in the main list of additions and amend- 
ments when it is registered. 


Agreements Referred to the Restrictive Practices Court 


On April 10, 1959, there was published in the Board of Trade 
Journal (page 859) a list of all agreements in respect of which Notices 
of Reference (constituting formal commencement of proceedings 
before the Restrictive Practices Court) had been issued, except those 
which had already been dealt with by the Court. Subsequent additions 
have been published at quarterly intervals and the list given below, 
headed ‘Agreements referred to the Restrictive Practices Court,’ 
brings the position up to date at December 31, 1959. Anyone who 
may be in a position to assist the Court with evidence from his own 
experience of results of any of these agreements which he thinks 
affect the public interest, is asked to communicate as early as possible 
with the Treasury Solicitor’s Branch, Office of the Registrar of 
Restrictive Trading Agreements, Chancery House, Chancery Lane, 
London, W.C.2. The agreements shown in square brackets have 
been abandoned after the issue of a Notice of Reference.

Kuwait Buys British Helicopters 


Westland Aircraft Ltd. have received a follow-up order for three 
Whirlwind helicopters from Sheikh Abdulla Mubarak Al Sabah, 
Deputy Ruler of Kuwait and President of Civil Aviation. Bringing 
the total numter ordered to four, these machines will join a Westland 
Whirlwind delivered in October last which was the first helicopter 
to be ordered by Kuwait. The first helicopter of the new order began 
its 3,800 mile journey on December 15. The remaining two will 
follow in the middle of January 1960. Powered by Pratt & Whitney 
R1340 piston engines, the aircraft are equipped for a multiplicity of 
roles. Seats are provided for executive and personnel transport for 
seven or eight persons, and extra equipment supplied includes flotation 
gear for amphibious operations, long-range fuel tanks, a sling for 
externally slung freight, a winch hoist capable of lifting 400 Ibs. or 
two persons, and a Sproule air/sea rescue scoop net.

Tunisia and U.S.S.R. 


THE TRADE AGREEMENT between Tunisia and the U.S.S.R. of 
July 13, 1957, has been further extended until December 31, 1959, 
by a Protocol signed in Tunis on September 19, 1959. The Protocol 
also establishes new quota lists which are valid until September 30, 
1960. 


Details of the new quotas were published in the Tunisian Journal 
Officiel of November 3-13. Tunisian exports to the U.S.S.R. will 
include cork, citrus fruit, almonds, olive oil, sheep and goat skins, 
washed wool, and sponges. 


Soviet exports to Tunisia will include sawn and rough wood, 
mining timber, paper, petroleum products, ferrous metals, cars, 
tractors, accessories and component parts and tyres, engines, hand 
tools, electrical equipment, pharmaceutical and chemical products, 
textiles, sheet glass, matches and anthracite.

Anglo-Portuguese Trade Talks 


DISCUSSIONS between the United Kingdom and Portugal regarding 
trade arrangements for 1960 will take place shortly. In the meantime, 
in order to avoid any interruption of normal trade, Portuguese import 
licences will continue to be issued pro rata for the first three months 
of 1960, on the basis of the quotas in the 1959 agreement. The licences 
so granted will in due course be counted against the quotas agreed for 
the calendar year 1960. 


United Kingdom and Switzerland 


THE AGREED MINUTE covering trade arrangements between the 
United Kingdom and Switzerland in 1959 is being extended for six 
months to June 30, 1960. Most of the goods for which quotas were 
provided in the Agreed Minute for 1959 have been liberalized in 
the course of the year. Quotas for goods remaining unliberalized are 
being extended pro rata for the first six months of 1960. 





U.K. Trade Commissioner Office for 
Western Nigeria 


IN viEw of Nigeria’s increasing importance as a market for United 
Kingdom products, the Board of Trade is now establishing a full-time 
Trade Commissioner’s Office in Ibadan. 


It will be opened on January 11, 1960, and Mr. B. C. Harries at 
present service as United Kingdom Trade Commissioner at Mel- 
bourne has been appointed as United Kingdom Trade Commissioner. 
He will arrive during April. In the meantime the post will be in the 
charge of an Assistant Trade Commissioner, Mr. D. H. Mather, who 
is being transferred to Ibadan from Lagos. 


Early in 1959 the Board of Trade started expanding the Trade Com- 
missioner service in Nigeria by opening new full-time offices at 
Enugu and Kaduna and the opening of a full-time office in Ibadan 
was foreshadowed at that time. For some months past a visiting post 
opening once a week has been operating at Ibadan.

THE SECOND SCHEDULE — Exemptions from import duty — to the 
Zanzibar Customs Tariff has been amended by the Customs Tariff 
(Amendment of Schedule IT) Order, 1959. Item 1 and Note should 
be deleted and the following item inserted: 


1. Bona fide baggage, the property of and accompanying a passenger 
and imported for the personal and household use of the passenger, 
as defined below: 

Bona fide baggage shall consist of necessary and appropriate wearing 
apparel and personal effects, binoculars, cameras, perambulators, 
sports requisites, portable typewriters, toys and articles for household 
use (such as sewing machines, furniture, carpets, pictures, glassware, 
linen, cutlery, crockery and plate) which are proved to the satisfaction 
of the Comptroller of Customs to have been in personal or household 
use by the passenger and are not for sale; instruments and tools for 
the professional use of passengers. 

Baggage shall not include such goods as: arms, ammunition, bicycles, 
motor vehicles, film projectors, sound recording machines, wireless 
apparatus, gramophones, gramophone records, musical instruments 
(unless elsewhere provided for), piece-goods, provisions, stationery, 
potable spirits, perfumed spirits, cigars, cheroots, cigarillos, cigarettes, 
snuff or tobacco, wines, saddlery or any trade goods: 


Provided that: 


(1) Bona fide baggage landed within two months of the arrival of 
the passenger, or such further period as the Comptroller may 
allow, may at the discretion of the Comptroller, be included in 
the above exemption ; 

(2) Import duty will, at the discretion of the Comptroller, not be 
levied on alcoholic liquors or perfumed spirits not exceeding 
one pint of each, or on cigars, cheroots, cigarillos, cigarettes, 
snuff or tobacco not exceeding in all one-half pound in weight, 
in the possession of any passenger over the age of 16 years. The 
free allowances do not apply in the case of any passenger who 
has in his possession any quantity in excess of such allowance 
and duty is leviable in such cases on the full quantity in his 
possession. 


Imports of Broken Rice 


IMPORT CONTROL Notice No. 48/59, dated December 15, 1959, 
issued by the Controller of Imports and Exports, Colombo, announces 
that licences will now be issued at the discretion of the Controller for 
the importation of rice (broken).

Trade Practices Inquiry 


‘THE RESULT has been announced of an inquiry held recently by the 
New Zealand Trade Practices and Prices Commission into agreements 
between members of the New Zealand Federation of the Phonographic 
Industry relating to the sale of gramophone records. The Commission 
is of the opinion that the repetition of the agreements, which were 
terminated by the members of the Federation in October 1959, 
would be contrary to the public interest, and has ordered the parties 


concerned not to revive or renew the agreements or to enter into any 
similar arrangements. 


UNITED STATES 
Tariff Classification of Hair Dye Brushes 


A NOTICE was published in the Board of Trade Journal on October 
16, 1959 (page 565) about the proposed reclassification for duty 


purposes under the United States Tariff Act of 1930 of certain bamboo 
handled brushes. 


The United States Bureau of Customs have now ruled in Treasury 
Decision 54984 (1) and (6), published on November 19, 1959, as 


follows: 


Brush, Hair Dye, having wooden handle and rows of black bristles 
and resembling a tooth brush with an abbreviated handle but used on 
the person in the application of hair dyes either by a beauty operator 
or in the home, classifiatle as other toilet brushes under paragraph 
1506, Tariff Act of 1930, dutiable at the rate of 1 cent each and 50 per 
cent. ad valorem if valued not over 40 cents each or at the rate of 1 cent 
each and 124 per cent. ad valorem if valued over 40 cents each rather 
than under the provision for other brushes in the same paragraph with 
duty at the rate of 35 per cent. ad valorem. Insofar as this ruling will 
result in the assessment of duty at a higher rate than has heretofore 
been assessed under an established and uniform practice, it shall be 
applied to such or similar merchandise only when entered, or with- 
drawn from warehouse, for consumption after 90 days after the date 
of publication of this abstract.

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Investigation into Imports of Some Woven Mats 


‘THE UNITED STATES Tariff Commission have instituted a prelimin- 
ary inquiry into a complaint filed with them, alleging unfair methods 
of competition and unfair acts in the importation and sale in the United 
States of certain woven mats.

(a) whether the institution of an investigation under the provisions 
of section 337 of the Tariff Act is warranted, and (b) whether the 
issuance of a temporary order of exclusion from entry is warranted.

Marking of Imported Goods 


THE NOTICE published in the Board of Trade Journal of November 
13, 1959, giving details of the Schedule to the Marking of Imported 
Goods Order and Regulations, contained the information that elec- 
tronic tubes imported into Canada were required to be marked in 
accordance with those Regulations with effect from December 1, 
1959. The Canadian Government have now announced that the 
effective date has been changed to April 1, 1960. 


Import Restrictions on Paper Waste and Rags 


By A DECREE published in the Mexican Diario Oficial of 
December 16, 1959, paper waste and clippings (tariff heading 
242.00.00) and rags of vegetable fibres, in pieces, for the manufacture 
of paper (tariff heading 242.00.02) may only be imported into Mexico 
through the ports of Ciudad Juarez, Chihuahua and Nuevo Laredo, 
‘Tamaulipas. 

The decree states that imports under tariff heading 242.00.00 were 
originally restricted to comply with the industrial needs of the 
country, and these restrictions now had to be extended to tariff 
heading 242.00.02. Consequently, the only points of entry for these 
items would be through the two Customs stations at the ports men- 
tioned above, which, by reason of their geographical position, were 
able to exercise the most efficient control over imports.

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Exemption of some Aircraft from Surcharge 


HER MAJESTY’S EMBASSY at Buenos Aires report that under 
Argentine Government Decree 16911, published on December 28, 
1959, import surcharges are removed from certain aircraft, components 
and aeronautical equipment. Details are as follows: 


Article 1. The import of the items mentioned below are hereby exempt 
from the payment of surcharges established by Decree No. 5439/59: 
(a) Aircraft purchased for the purpose of covering the requirements of 
centralized bodies, whether National, Provincial or Municipal; 
(b) Aircraft purchased by Argentine air companies destined for the 
exploitation of regular commercial services; 
(c) Aircraft specifically built for human, animal and vegetable health 
purposes, purchased by entities duly authorized for such purposes; 
(d) Aircraft specifically equipped for air surveys, purchased by entities 
duly authorized for such activities; 
(e) Aircraft purchased by entities duly authorized to give flying instruc- 
tion and destined exclusively for this purpose; 
(f) Elements for use exclusively in the building of model aeroplanes for 
technical teaching purposes; 
(g) Elements for use specifically and exclusively in the aeronautical 
‘Infrastructure’ and for flight safety; 
(h) All other elements specifically of an aeronautical nature, for use by 
centralized bodies dependent on the Ministry of National Defence. 


Article 2. Material, machinery and equipment to be imported for the 
fulfilment of plans for the manufacture of aircraft and their main parts, 
approved by the Secretariat of State for Air, are hereby exempted from the 
payment of exchange surcharges and the laying down of prior deposits as 
established in Article 1 of Decree No. 5439/59. 


Article 3. Imports not covered by Article 1 of new aircraft, used aircraft 
of over six (6) tons maximum airborne weight, spare parts, equipment and 
other elements specifically for aeronautical use will pay an exchange sur- 
charge of 40 per cent. on the c. and f. value. 


Article 4. For the purpose of the total or partial exemptions established 
under the previous articles, interested parties are to apply to the Secretariat 
of State for Air which, through their competent organizations, will verify 
whether the goods to be imported are specifically for use in aeronautical 
activity and for the purposes for which they are destined. 


Article 5. For the fixing of the surcharges laid down, the cost to be taken 
will always be the factory price of new aircraft or materials. 


Article 6. Total or partial exemptions established by this Decree, will 
only apply to aircraft, spare parts and other elements that Argentine industry 
is not in a position to supply, this is to be determined in accordance with 
the usual procedure established by the Secretariats of State for Air and 
Industry and Mining who will proceed to issue the corresponding documents. 


Article 7. The documents mentioned in the previous Article issued by 
the competent organizations will constitute the necessary legal instrument 
for the application of this Decree. 


Article 8. The National Customs Administration shall demand from all 
importers that they leave in guarantee, in each case, a sight document for 
the amount corresponding to the surcharges from which they may have 
been exempted until such time as they shall present a certificate issued by 
the Secretariat of State for Air stating that the elements imported have 
been used in the manner previously established. 


Article 9. The applications, information and documents furnished by 
interested parties for the purpose of receiving the benefits of the present 
decree shall take the form of a sworn declaration. Should the control 
organization prove any declaration to be false or the incorrect use of materials 
freed totally or partially from surcharges, responsible parties shall be obliged 
immediately to make effective the amount of the surcharges from 
which they have been exempt up till then by the application of 
this system, and they shall lose all future rights to the benefits extended 
by this Decree. In such a case the National Customs Administration shall 
proceed immediately to collect the guarantee contracted by the user as 
referred to in Article 8, the foregoing without prejudice to the penalties 
which may be applied for infringement of the exchange control system as 
established by Law 12160. The obligations and penalties laid down in this 
article shall be exacted jointly with the importer, from all and each one of 
the purchasers who have intervened in the commercial negotiation of the 


goods, the details of which shall be registered at the moment each sale is 
made. 


Article 10. The conditions laid down in Articles 8 and 9 shall not be 
applicable to the importation of materials, machinery and equipment exempt 
from exchange surcharges as a result of regulations of a general nature in, 


or that may come into force which extend to the beneficiaries of the system 
established by the present decree. 


Article 11. The present Decree will be countersigned by the Ministers 
of State for National Defence and Economy and signed by the Secretaries 
of State for Air, Industry and Mining, Commerce Treasury and Finance. 

Article 12. (The Decree) to be communicated, published and archived.

Exchange Regulations for Exports 


H.mM. EMBASSY at Rio de Janeiro reports by telegraph that SUMOC 
(The Bureau of Supervision of Currency and Credit of the Bank of 
Brazil) issued Instruction No. 192 on December 30, 1959, whereby 
coffee and by-products and cocoa beans are retained in the first export 
category with an export bonus of 57-64 cruzeiros per dollar and cocoa 
derivatives, castor seed, crude mineral oil and derivatives in the 
second category with a bonus of 81.64 cruzeiros per dollar. All other 
exports will be negotiated through the free market, but exporters will 
only receive a rate of 130 cruzeiros per dollar in cash, the difference 
being paid in Bank of Brazil six per cent. bills payable at six months. 


Manufacture of Telephone Exchanges 


THE PRESIDENT of the Republic of Brazil signed Law No. 3,683 
on December 9, 1959, granting exemption from import duty for 
material entering Brazil for the manufacture of automatic telephone 
exchanges. This concession is granted for a period of five years from 
the date of publication of the Law, which was December 10, 1959.
